Henry C. Clittora, 40 years old, 
and Henry Biedelman, 30, told Judge

While they were trying to cure them- 
selves of the habit, you were engaged 
in making more like them.

“If you fecl that 
way about it I want to withdraw my 
plea.”

“Very, well,” Judge Faris replied, 
“you may do that, but I warn you 
now that if a jury finds you guilty 
thig court will have something \more 
to say to you on that occasion,”’ and 
he set the case for trial Dec. 2. 
Quinn thought it over a while and

“I want to 
plead guilty. But there were exten- 


uating circumstances about that. I 
didn’t sell drugs; I simply felt sorry 
for two fellows and gave it to them.’ 
Judge Faris said that in view of this 
he would reduce the first sentence 
to 18 montha,

Bates was 
indorsed, in the primary campaign, 
by a majority of the Republican 
lawyers voting in the Bar Associa- 
tion ‘poll.

PARIS. Nov. 12.—The_ French 
Government is unalterably opposed 
to the admission of Germany to the 
League of Nations at this time, it 
was stated at the foreign offioe to- 
day. Some “drastic action’ would 
be a consequence if the League vot- 
ed to admit Germany, it was inti- 
mated. 

The Foreign Office said there had 


ain on the eubject and that the Brit- 
ish. who had been inclined to favor 
German membership in the league, 
now had accepted the French view- 
point, allowing the matter to rest for 
the present. 

Inasmuch as Germany has not ap- 
plied for league membership, it Is 
considered unlikely there will be 
any effort in promise of success to 
get the assembly at Geneva to act 
favorably on the question of Ger- 
many'’s admission at this time.

Houston Will Not Return to Washington Uni- 
versity—A lexander to Resume Law 
Practice at Gallatin, Mo.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Ten 
conspicuous figures in contemporary 
political history, two of them Mis- 
sourians, will pass off the stage of 
public life when the Cabinet of 
President Wilson goes out of office 
on March 4 to make way for the 


official family of President Harding. 


Most of them will pick up the 
threads of private careers where 
they dropped them to enter the pub- 
lic service. There is no reason to 
discount the expressions of relief 
with which the Members of the Wil- 
son Cabinet hail the near approach 
of their retirement, for never since 
Lincoln's time hag any set_of pres- 
idential advisers been so buffeted 
by the storms of partisan contra- 
versy. 

The compensation of a Cabinet of- 
ficer lies not in the $12,000 a year 
salary, which is commonly held to 
be wholly inadequate to maintain 
the scale of living that Washington 


but In personal gratification that be- 
ing “on the inside” of big events 
and helpjng to shape their course. 
This compensation the members of 
the Wilson Cabinet, or at least those 
who served through the stirring pe- 
riod of the war, feel that they have 
had in unusual degree. 

Secretary Houston's Plans. 
One, who has undoubtedly regard- 
edi public service as a high privilege, 
to be gladly embraced even at the 
cost of personal sacrifice, is David 
Franklin Houston of St. Louls, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

Houston will leave Washington a 
poorer man than when he came here, 
and in some field yet to be chosen 
he will “put down his roots” and set- 
tle to the prosaic task of making 2 
living. That, he says, is as far as his 
plans now go. Whether he will live 
in St. Louis, which for the last 13 
years he has regarded as his home, is 
uncertain. If he does go elsewhere, 
it wil be with genuine regret; for 
the people of St. Louis, in his phrase, 
are “almost incredibly hospitable.’’ 
One certainty in Secretary Houston's 
future, he says, is that he will not 
resume his former connection with 
Washington University 

When Houston left the chancellor- 
ship of that university to enter the 
Cabinet as Secretary of Agriculture 
at the beginning of Wlison’s § first 
term, he expected to be here only 
about two years. Ht remamMed nom- 
inally chancellor. But the European 
war came on and he stayed in the 
Cabinet; then America got into the 
war and his stay was prolonged; 
finally, Wilson, invited him to shift 
from the Agriculture Department to 
the Treasury, and he accepted. About 
five years ago he retired definitely 
from the Washington University fac- 
ulty. It was a-permanent severance. 
He co mented the progress made 
by the school under its new adminis- 
tration and foresaw for it a brilliant 
future. 

“Since I was 10 years old,”’ smiled 
Houston. reminiscently, “I have 
wanted to practice law, and all my 
early.,education. was directed to that 
end, but circumstances have forced 
my career into other channels. If I 
ever practice law, it will have to be 
in some other world than this.”’

Judge Dyer Dismisses Application 
“With Prejudice’ on Ground 
Hagtelry Was Immoral. 


| Judge Dyer tn the Federal Court 
|yesterday dismissed ‘‘with prejudice” 
the application of Boruch Kornstein 
of 4622 Newberry Terrace, for citi- 
zenship. Kornsteln, who ts better 
known as Barney Corn, is proprietor 
of the Victoria Hotel at 710 North 
Seventh street. 

| The dismissal “with prejudice” 
means that Kornstein is forever 
barred from citizenship. The Judge 
also issued an order forever exclud- 
.ing from service as naturalization 
witnesses Morris Newbureer, 2645 
| Easton avenue, a clerk, and Willlam 
|_A. Beck, a bartender at the hotel, 
|who appeared as Kornstein’s spon- 
| sors. 

| Citizenship was- denied to Korn- 
'stein by Judge Dyer in 1914 on tHe 


immoral hotel,: He was then pro- 
'prietor of the Victoria. Yesterday 
Kornstein testified that he remedied 
the defects in his character, but 
several policemen testified that the 
morals of the hotel had not been 
improved. 

Of 131 applicants for citizenship 
|24 failed to appear. Papers were 
eranted to $3 and denied to 14. 
Eleven denials were on the ground 
of ignorance and two because the 
‘applicants claimed draft exemption 
'a9 enemy aliens.

|Department Expected to Inaugurate 
| Service Monday—Contractor Not 
| Yet Heard From. 
| Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Estab- 
lishment of the St. Lowish-Indianap- 
olis-Cincinnati-Columbus - Pittsburg 
air mail service will be delayed 
beyond the date originally contem- 
' plated, the Postoffice Department 
announced today. Officials had 
hoped that Alfred W. Lawson of Mil- 
| waukee, who has the contract for the 
service, would be ready to place his 
_planes in the air next Monday, but 
no word to that effect has come 
from Lawson. Until Lawson signi-

the department will make no ar- 
rangements for the new service.

In immediate response the following editorial 
was published in The Literary Digest of Oct. 30th: 


HEN JESUS CHRIST CAME 


upon the earth nearly two thousand years 
ago, to save all mankind, his mere coming 
seemed to interfere with the material interests of a few 
people of that period, notably King Herod, who promptly 
decided to dispose of this “interloper,” and sent forth his 
soldiers with orders to slay all the children of two years old 
and under. Thus was consummated the most atrocious 
crime against innocent childhood ever committed up to that 
time. It has come down to us through all the ages in song 
and story, and master painters have pictured it on marvelous 
canvases, : 


To-day passing in review, as we look out through the 
windows of our comfortable homes in this great and happy 
land, are three and a half millions of helpless children, the 
innocent victims of the greatest war that has ever afflicted 
humanity. It matters not, as we gaze in the direction of 
these children, that our eyes must stretch across three 
thousand miles of ocean, we still can see them and we still 
can hear them, if we wish to do so; and we can not help hear- 
ing the tragic appeal in their voices and seeing their tiny 
arms stretched out to us, and their searching eyes looking 
into our souls as they say, “Help us, or we perish.” And if 
we fail to listen to this great call of three and a half millions 
of God’s helpless children; if we close our eyes and ears to 
this great demand of duty, we shall be just as guilty of the 
“slaughter of the innocents” as was Herod, nearly ‘two 


thousand years ago. 


In these lands, swept by death and filled with tragedies 
too deep for tears, a sum of human suffering is being written 
greater perhaps than for all ages gone by. The mind grows 
numb and the heart sick from a constant recital of tales of 
such tragedy as it is difficult to believe the twentieth century 


could hold. 


And so, when we received a letter from Mr. Hoover tell- 
ing us that America must not allow death in the form of 
hunger and cold to come to these 3,500,000 helpless children 
our soul was stirred and the hot blood surged up in our 
heart. We felt it was our imperative duty to use all the 
power God has given us to aid this noble-hearted American 
in continuing the work of saving human lives to which he 
has devoted unsparingly, and at great personal sacrifice, his 
tremendous energy and administrative genius during the 
past six years, in which time he and his American colleagues 
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The Slaughter of the Innocents 


have administered two billions of dollars of relief funds from 
all parts of the world with a total overhead expense of only 
three-eighths of one per cent., with no remuneration to the 
American directors. Now he asks us all to help save the chil- 
dren who are in imminent danger of starvation this coming 
winter. 


There they are, in the midst of wrecked homes, and 
farms, and factories; in cities crowded with masses of 
refugees without sustaining food for children, through the 
destruction of live stock; seeds for planting, raw materials, 
tools, and machinery gone; great areas with everything 
burned, or looted, or smashed; vast unemployment for 
workers; no means of subsistence; a land of economic ruin, 
of mutilated life, and lingering death; and in the midst of it 
all—the little children. 


In long lines they are waiting at the American food- 
kitchens. Will the food be there for them? Will they be 
turned away? There are no happy, healthy faces in those 
long lines—not one. You have seen rags and barefooted 
children, but never so many little boys and girls literally 
drest in tatters. Soon it will be very cold, and for those bare 
little feet and legs and arms there is nothing at home to 
put on. 


Hollow faces and shrunken bodies are so common that 
their real condition does not become evident until we inquire 
more closely, and then we find that most of them are frorr 
one to five years back in their growth. Children of eight 
years cid have not reached the normal size of two and a 
half. They are just learning to stand alone. Others almost 
as old can not yet stand on their feet. Their arms, and legs, 
and spines, and chests are twisted and warped. The flesh 
and skin are shriveled on their bones. It is surprising that 
life can still exist there. If they can have food they will 
gradually regain their health and strength, but with most 
of therm it is a question of now or never. Starvation and 
tuberculosis will not wait. | 


In Poland alone a million five hundred thousand such 
children must be cared for. In Latvia and Esthonia the 
people are living mostly on a diet made from potato-flour, 
oat-flour, and sawdust. In Czecho-Slovakia, in Hungary, 
in Austria, and in other countries of central and southeastern 
Europe, two millions more are in dire need of food; and 
who stops to ask regarding creed, or race, or nationality 
when a little child is starving? Children are just children 
the world over, and the great American heart is big enough 
to care for them all. 


But the appeal now is not for all, The three and a half 
millions of children in immediate danger of starvation, if 
this organization fails, who must have food at once, are only 
a fraction of the total number. The hungry children of 
those destitute countries have been examined by competent 
physicians, and only those whose wasted little bodies are 
reduced to the*minimum weight, and whose endurance of 
hunger has reached the end which merges into actual star- 
vation, are admitted to the American kitchens and given 
one meal a day. It is hard to turn away thousands of 
hungry boys and girls—to hear them ask, pleadingly, “Do 
I weigh too much?” “Am I not thin enough?” “Can't I 
come any more?” But this restricting of food to the ex- 
treme cases is compulsory, because there isn’t enough for 


all.
